100-10316* Thi3 is a file on WESTBROOK PEGLER, the newspaper 
columnist* It sets forth the result of an interview between Special Agent 
LAWRENCE G. HEALEY, Boston, Hass., and ROBERT B. HEINEMAN, 144 Lakeview Ave., 
Cambridge, Hass. Hr. BEINEVAN appeared at the Boston Office on the morning 
of December 18, 1942* HEINEMAN stated that WESTBROOK PEGLER had published . 
an article that offended union officials at the Baldwin Locomotive Plant. 

The article Quoted a letter signed *A Tank Worker,* 1 which letter, according 
to HEINEMAN, made anti-Semitic remarks about President ROOSEVELT and the 
author had said n it would be better to have Hitler or Mussolini in the 
White House instead of Roosevelt.** HEINEMAN said that the name of the 
author of the letter was known, although he himself could not reveal it. 

He was very vague in his statements and no further action was taken on it.

Reference is made to your letter dated January 20, 1947 requesting 
information relative to applicants having been placed in a teaching 
position in the Chicago Area* such information to be obtained from 
the American College Bureau, The Teachers Registry and Exchange, 
and the Albert Teachers Agency, all of Chicago, Illinois. This is 
to advise that a check "was made at the above-mentioned agencies, 
and it was ascertained that to the present date the above individual 
has not been placed in a teaching position by any of the above 
agencies. It was determined, however, that he had registered with 
{ these agencies, and it is believed that he might be placed in the 

Fall of this year at one of the Eastern schools. 

According to information obtained, subject formerly taught at the 
Boston University in 1945 arid was employed at the General Electric 
Plant at Lynn, Massachusetts in 1945 as a Foreman. All agencies have 
subject’s present residence address as 94 Lakeview Avenue, Cambridge, 
Massachusetts. Not any of the agencies have corresponded with 
subject since March of this year. 

No further investigation is being conducted, and this case is being 
referred upon completion to the office of origin.

ROBERT HEIKESSAK was interviewed 2-29-52 by SA RICHARD W. DnK. 

HEINE5JAN advised that he felt SILVERMAN was a Communist, but hed 
nothing specific to substantiate his feeling* He identified the 
subject of this case with the individual he knew from his description 
and from the fact that the KLLIOTT SILVERMAN he knew resided on 
Chauncy Street, Cambridge at one time (which is true of the subject 
of this inquiry). HEIKEAIAN said he deduced subject was a Communist 
from the general conversations of those with whom he associated* 

He could not now recall these associations or conversations. 

HEIKLKAN said he attended a Progressive Party functions at SILVrPUiAN *S 
hone on Chauncy Street, but never attended a Communist Party meeting 
with him. HEINhMAN advised he had made a deliberate conscious 
effort to forget his past Communist Party associatons and emotional 
family difficulties arising therefrom and did not wish to reopen this 
past.
